CHICAGO, May 14.—A Norway, Michigan, 
special says: Ear'y Thursday morning No. 2 
shaft of the Lumberman Mining Co.’s Lud- 
ington iron mine, located eight miles from 
here. caved in, burving alive sixteen 
miners.

NEw YORK, May 14.—The Immigration 
Commissioners are preparing for the State 
Department at Washington a statement of the 
case concerning the arrival here of sixteen 
Bavarian families, eighty persons. Upon 
landing they had little clothing, no money 
and no friends. Investigation showed that 
their passage had been paid by the Bavarian 
Government to relieve the home authorities of 
their further support. The men are mainly 
avricultural hands, but a few are artisans. 
They say that they were actually starving at 
their homes inthe Spessart Mountains, and 
hope that they will not be retured.

A WONDERFUL HEAD. 


The New Jersey Boy Whose Skull is 
Forty ioches in Diameter. 
|1From the New York Herald. | 

One of the abnormal developments of the 
buman anatomy which sometimes puzzie the 
scientists and afford a marvel to the wise and 
ignorant alike has been brought to the notice 
of the public in Williamsburg recently by pe- 
culiarly distressing circumstances. The case 
is that of an infant son of Mr. Andrew Geiser, 
of Varet street, Williamsburg, who has been, 
since the day after his birth, a sorrow to his 

arents and a wonder to all who have seen 

im. When the child was born, on June 7, 
1877, there was nothing to distinguish him 
from any other sturdy German baby in the 
minds of any but his fatherand mother. He 
was healthy and perfectly formed, and so far 
as his performances in the usual line of ba- 
bies was concerned none but they could dis- 
cover any difference between him and other 
children of his age. He ate, slept and cried 
like any other ordinary baby. His parents had 
bad only one child before him, and she was 
then a bright little girl of eizht or nine vears, 
with no peculiarities to mark her. ‘The doc- 
tor took his usual fee (for the parents were 
then well-to-do, having several hundred dol- 
lars in bank) and went his way, with no spe- 
cial thought of the case as being out of the 
usual run. 

But the very next day voung Andrew began 
to develop a curious growth of the head, and 
as time went bythe growth continued and 
became extraordinary. The parents became 
alarmed and consulted great numbers of phy- 
sicians, Who all examined the case with the 
vreatest interest and took their fees with regu- 
larity and precision, but failed to explain or 
to alleyiate the wonderful diséase which 
ofilicted the child. They failed to detect what 
the parents at first feared was the trouble— 
water on the brain—butthey also failed to ex- 
plain what the trouble was. Long before the 
little feliow was old enough to sit by himself 
his head bad so grown that he was almost 
helpless, and when other children of his age 
were creeping and beginning to walk he was 
unable to lift his bead at all, and could haridlv 
turn it from side to side on the pillow. Stitfl 
ithe head grew, faster and faster, it seemed, 
until when he was two years old it measured 
twenty-eight inches in circumference. Un- 
wearied in their devotion and undismayed by 
their repeated failures, the parents went from 
physician to physician, hoping against hope 
that some one would be able to help the little 
fellow. As long asthe money they had saved 
lasted they continued to go from onc practi- 
tioner to another, but the time came when all 
Was gone and they were friendiess, depending 
onthe ineome froin the father’s laoor and 
their little Jager beer saloon. At last the 
father grew ill and the business of the saloon 
was too small to keep the family. Then they 
determined, if possible, to do what thev had 
frequently been advised to do and had always 
refused—exhibit tne childin some show or 
museum. 

A PEEP AT THE MONSTROSITY. 

A Herald reporter calied at the house yes- 
terday and was shown intothe little back 
100m where the child lay sleeping. The first 
giance at him Was fairly startling. His face 
is pretty, with regular features anda daz- 
zlingly fair complexion, but the great fore- 
head tbat rose above the wide blue eyes (that 
speedily opened), was larger than almost any 
grown person’s, While the head grew larger 


co 


and largerin proportion toward the back. 


Only a fraction under forty inches in cireum- 
ference, it lay a heavier load than the globe on 
Atlas’ shoulders, and was apparently a little 
misshapen from its customary attitude. As 
he Jies with his head partly turned to the left, 
that side is a little flattened, andthe left ear 
lies closer to the head than the right. Ex- 
cepting for this the shape of the head is very 
hearly symmetrical. The features are no 
larger (excepting the ears) than those of any 
child of usual growth. The hair grows in lit- 
tie tufts all over the head, there being appar- 
ently about enough to cover an ordinary 
child’s head. The body is perfect, though 
puny, apparently from lack of exercise, and is 
free from the bedsores that might be expect- 
ed. Over the head the skin seems stretched 
to the ‘utmost tension, and the veins can be 
traced as clearly as though they lay 
on the outside. The formation of the skull 
seems to bave accommodated itself to the ab- 
normal growth within, but the opening at the 
top, Which usually closes in babyhood, is not 
yet closed. The utmost care is taken of the 
unfortunate cbild by the mother, who loves it 
tenderly, and the father looks with anxious’ 
grief at the boy, who knows him well and de- 
lights to play with him, but who can never 
run or spring to meet him. 

The ¢hild talks a little, perhaps not quite as 
much as could be expected of a child of his 
age, but seems bright and happy, all uncon- 
secious.of bis affliction. He has been singular- 
iv free from sickness and pain, and has cut al! 
his teeth with but very little trouble. The 
cause and eventhe nature of the wonderful 
crowth of the head is unknown to the parents, 
and, so far as they can learn, is aiso a mystery 
vo all the physicians who have examined the 
case. 

‘‘What do the doctors say is the cause of 
it’’’ asked the reporter. 

‘*They cannot teill,’’? said the father; “all 
they know is thatthere bas not been another 
case like it for a hundred years.” 

The appearance of the child, yhough It is so 
monstrous as to be shocking at first sight, is 
by no means repulsive, as there is consider- 
able attraction inthe unusually pretty face, 
and the expression is bright and happy.

I gave youan accountby telegraph of the 
wedding robe of the Princess Frederika, which 
has been on show in the warerooms of Madame 
Larchene, in the Rue des Capucins.

He was 
as a Lyons workman implicated in the terrible 
riots which broke outin that city inthe early 
part of Louis Philippe’s regin and had to fly to 
Engiand. Then there was a strong prejudice 
against ladies of high rank wearing finery that 
was not of British manufacture. Io the notices 
of drawing=-rooms it used to be stated regcu- 
laryin the journa)s that the ribbons, laces, 
silks and other finery donned by her Majesty 
on court days were manufactured in her do- 
minions. Reynolds, the author ofthe Mys- 
teries of London, as M. Greppo has reminded 
me, made tha Queen very ,unpopular in the

of Kentucky in 1875, when he succeeded Mr. 
Stevenson, who was elected to the United 
States Senate. He was chosen to be 
his own successor at the following 


State election and went out of office in Sep- 
tember, 1875. Itisaremarkable fact that he

nor of Kentucky for more than one term. The 
other two held oflice previous to 1820. 

A representative of the Post-DISPATCH 
had the pleasure of meeting Gov.

Heis not my own prefer- 
ence. I would rather see Thurman nominat- 
ed. At the same time, I could cheerfully 
support Mr. Tilden. When I came over here 
in 736 to the National Convention. I was 
warmly in favor of Hendricks, but our dele- 
gation was finally induced to go for Mr. Til- 
den, and Kentucky gave him 60,000 majority. 
If he is renominated I have no doubt we 
wili give him fully as largea majority this 
year.’’ 

‘*‘Who will be nominated by the Republi- 
cans at Chicago?”’ 

**‘Grant, I think, without adoubt. I should 
not be surprised if he is almost nominated by 
acclamation. His followers are warmly en- 
thusiastic and he is evidently taking an active 
interest in the contest himself. it is 
no longer a matter of doubt that he is a can- 
didate.

KENTUCKY’S COAL AND IRON. 

During the conversation the Governor 
made some interesting remarks about the 
material yoy of his State and spoke es- 
pecially of the great coal and iron deposits 
that lie there undeveloped.
